Their ends 
were partly for remembrance of' things paſt, and partly for 
Types and Figures of things then to come, and to be fulfilled 
in ſome principal thing or other concerning Chriſt. Of the 
two firſt there is no doubr, Now therefore of this third: and 
laſt, The firſt end is plain , that ir, was a memorial of 
their long dwelling in Tabernacles while they were in the 


' wilderneſs, as we read in Levit.23 42. But of what thing con= 


cerning Chriſt to come, is not {o expreſs or plain, as in the 
two before it : onely, S: Zohn ſeems to intimate; that as the 
Paſs-over was a Type of his Paſſion, Pentecoſt a (figure of 
ſending the Holy Ghoſtz ſo ſhould the Feaſt of Tabernacles - 
bea Type of his Incarnation, when the Divine nature taber- 
nacled in our fleſh,8& the word of God became Emmanuel, God 


«with us. For the word (faith S. Fohn) was made fleſh, and ta- 


bernacled in us, John 1.14, We commonly read it - and-dwelt 
among us : but the original words are x; zoxivoony ay vey , 
which truely tranſlated Ggnifiez --and tabernacled in us,In con- 
fiderartion of which, this Peaſt of Tabernacles may well be 
yielded as a true intended type of our Saviours Incarnation, 
when (as I ſaid before) he became Emmanuel, God with us , 
and tabernacled in our fleſh,

the Feaſt of Tabernacles was I beleeve a true intended Type 

of our Saviours inc2rnation: bur yer ſo,as the rime of his birth 

was not to be (o preciſely-in the end of their civil year among 

whom he was born,or when they had gathered in their fruirs; 

asin the end of a year which ſhould be more exrenſive, and 

comprehend under ir more nations then 'one, even as the 

Church ir ſelf was to be extended much further then the nar- 

row confines of Judea and Jeruſalem. For he came among his 

own, and his own received bim zot : His Apoſtles alſo preach- 

ed firſt among the Jews, bur they judged themſelves unworthy 

of eternal life z Behold therefpre. (ſay both Paul and Barua- 

bas). we tura to the Gentiles, ARs 13.. 46. $5: that though
